hoard of Division No. 52, on Tuesday 
delivered the request to Manager Louis 
W. Healy, of the East Liverpool Rail­ 
way company, while Motorman Jake 
Allison and Conductor James McKinnon 
of the East Liverpool and Rock Springs 
road, presented a similar request to 
President Charles A. Smith, of that 
tympany. The request is for an in­ 
crease in the wages of ail street car 
employes to 22 cents an hour, which,.it 
is averred, is in keeping with increases 
made by other companies to their men. 
At the last meeting of local No. 52 
the matter of asking for an increase in 
wages was fully discussed, and met 
jvith popular favor among the several 
"members. The matter was placed in 


4 the hands of the executive committee, 
* who were given power to prepare the 
request and present it to the companies. 
Frequent meetings were held by this 
committee and Monday the request was 
prepared for delivery. 
In some instances the request is for 
an advance of four cents an hour to 
employes of the East Liverpool rail­ 
way, as all the first year men on this 
line have been receiving but 18 cents 
j|gn hour, while the old men, or those 
who have been on the road for over a 
year, 20 ce ate an hour has been paid. 
To such employes the increase amounts 
to but two cents an hour. 
It has been the custom of the officials 
af the East Liverpool and Rocksprings 
road to pay their men 20c an hour, 
with no limit as to the length of time 
men should work to 
receive 
that 
amount. 
Some years ago all first year men 
were being paid 20c an hour straight 
on the East Liverpool railway, but 
when the request for conductors was 
acceded to the company and the em- 
einployes agreed that urn year men 
should .receive but 18 cents an honr. 
It waf a long time before the company 
gathered what they considered a com­ 
petent crew, but now' that everything 
working in harmony the men be- 
ve that it would not be out of place 
receive 22 cents an hour for all men, 
|th no limit as to service. 
An attempt was made this morning 
interview Manager Healy, but he 
was confined to his home on account of 
illness.

Thomas Reed of this company admitted 
that the request of the men had been 
presented to Mr. Healy but no informa­ 
tion had been given out by that gentle­ 
man as to what would be done in the 
matter.

r. Reed. 
“No, I believe not,” said the super­ 
intendent. “Mr. Healy will be able to 
settle the question of an increase him- 
pelf.0

The contractors submit­ 
ted a counter proposition providing for 
$3.75, which the men refused to con­ 
sider. The masons finally agreed to 
meet the contractors half way and ac­ 
cept a scale of $3.87 1-2. 
After many conferences it was ap­ 
parent that no settlement could be 
reached, and there the matter rests. 
The lait conference was held yester­ 
day. at which time the contractors sig­ 
nified their willingness to pay $3.80, 
but the men will not accept. The com­ 
mittee representing the men have been 
vested with pow’er to aet at all times, 
and could settle were the contractors 
disposed to treat. 
The official states there Is nothing 
whatever In the claim that the public 
would be compelled to bear the burden 
of the increase, as the bosses have put 
up the price of their work 30 cents a 
perch, whereas the cost, of materials 
to the contractors have not advanced 
one cent. 
The concession asked by tho men 
would not amount to over 9 cents per 
perch, and the employes think 21 cents 
a good substantial 
increase for the 
bosses.

There 
was heat enough, however, to melt odd 
shaped holes In the thin walls of tai 
low, tile result being a beautiful lace 
like cylinder of white, with a narrow 
tongue of yellow flame burning on the 
inside and sending out many streaks of 
light into tile darkness.

Many cities profess to possess as a 
relic some of tile blood of Christ, pre­ 
served from that which flowed from 
him during the crucifixion. 
St. Louis 
brought particles to Paris which lie 
had received from tho emperor of Con­ 
stantinople. 
The Church of St. John 
Lateral!, iu Rome; the Imperial mon­ 
astery at Weiugarten, a church in Man­ 
tua said the Chapel of the Precious 
Blood, In Bruges, all put forward simi­ 
lar claims. 
The precious blood at Bruges enjoys 
the widest fame and is retorted to 
have been collected from the Saviour's 
wounds by Joseph of Arimathea and 
Nicodeuios when they took down the 
IkkI.v from the cr:**s. 
It was brought 
to Bruges by Thierry of Alsace in 1147. 
He had received it from his brother in­ 
law, Baldwiu, king of Jerusalem. 
Nearly six centuries ago the extraor­ 
dinary devotion paid to this relic at 
Rruges by the inhabitants and visitors 
had induced the ecclesiastical and civil 
authorities to institute a solemn pro­ 
cession In which It should be borne in 
the streets. 
A confraternity of the precious blood, 
consisting of thirty members, with a 
provost and four chaplains, was estab­ 
lished to guard it at all times. 
The procession takes place annually, 
and the blood, contained in a crystal 
cylinder and inclosed in Its shrine; is 
carried about with much pomp and 
ceremony.

Gradually otie gains 
the mastery, and the two combined be 
gin to gyrnte alike and then rush on to­ 
gether.” 
Some of these whirls will 
strip the clothes from an Arab’s back 
or twist a goat round and round like a 
top.
